Rethren it is not unknown unto you, how Abraham Cthe Fa- 
caer of all the faithful, Gez. 14.18 19,20. Heb.7.4. honoured 
Melchiſedec King of Salem, doing him homage and giving him 
tyches.) And how Gcd in the conclu 198 of his promiſes to Abra- 
ham and facob,' and having changed their names, Gen 17.6. Cen, 
35-11. at laſt tells them that Kings {ould come out of their T.oine, 
mitating that to be the chief and greateſt of all his bleſſings to them, 

And if we confider the Hiſtory of the Children of Iſraeland ſcok 


upon their different conditicn, when they had no King, and whev . 


they had a King, we fhall find it ſo indeed : for Moſes who under 
God, brought the Children of Iſrael out of Egypt, is called a King, 
Deyt.33.5. to ew us that ſuch a great work as that was, could not 
be done without a King ; and under a ſingle Perſon they Conquered 
the Land of Canans ; Read the book of T5/hus : but ſoon after Thx 
died, Tſree! will be a free State, (without King or Single Perſon): 
to do what 1s right intheir own eyes, (they caſt off God & his Law} 
-they will-have a pure liberty of Conſcience to do what. they litt ; 
anf to ſerve what God they pleaſe, Tudg. 2.13314,15, and ſome 
ferves one fafle God , and ſome another : yea they were di- 
_ vided and devoted to ſcrve feven Geds at once , Indg.10.6. yet the 
true God came not into their minds, until they are forced to cry 
unto him being ſore opprefied (for want of a King of their own) 
by all the-Kings round about them whoſe Gods they ſerved ; bur 
the Lord hearing their cry,now and then giveth them a Deliverer to 
fave them Ty43.2.17, yet after they obey him not, to ſerve the Lord. 
And when their Judge our Deliverer is dead, Tydg.2.19. they re- 
earn unto theic folly free ſtate again (not regarding God nor h1s 
Law) that they might do what is right in their own eyes : fo that tae 
true worſhip of God is not mentioned to have been in all the time of 
the book of Indges: and all the reaſon given to ſhew us, why ? (tne 
Children of Tſrae/ were fo ungodly, unrieliteous, and in ſuch miſery 
during that time ) 18 becauſe they had no King, Tuag. 17.6,7. as you 
dee, Micah (ets ip anTdol,Indg.18. the Daxites rob him of it, the men 
ef Gebeah like the Sodomites uſe the Levit and his Wife, Iudg 19: wp 
tats 
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ti.1s was their doings when they nd no King, Tn1g,2.14. the lfirons 
ger deſtroys the weaker, and the Kings of the Nations round abont 
them, Indg.6.2,3,445,6- deſtroy them, oppretſe them, Tudg.5.6,7,8. 
drive them into holes, 1 Sam.13.19,20. takes all their Arms from 
them \uffers them to tave no Smiths among them, 1 Sam.14.11,22. 
{that when Gold is pleaſed to raile them a Deliverer or Judge to 
bring them into 8 little better condition, he having no other wea- 
pony ſometimes mult overcome their enemies with an oxe Goad, or 
the jaw bone of an Als; and in fuch nuſery they continued (until 
the tim: of Samuel) four hunared and fifty years,Iudg.3 31.Tudg.15. 
i6. AF.14.20, and when they had a King, Sa by name, & though 
as bad as ſome count him, yet he dehvered Tſraelirom all their ene- 
mes : and did for the Children of Tſreel, (put all their ations to- 
2cther) more then all their judges in 400. years had done, 1 Sam. 
I{- 47, 48. 

We need not compare that time, to our preſent time, every one 
can apply it; and lee chat as the Iſ-ae/ites were delivered from Egypr, 
ſo we were delivered from Popery ; and as they had a Law made for 
chem to worthip God, lo we kad a Law made for us to worſhip God ; 
& as they caſt off the true ſervice of God, toſerve Baal & Ajhtarotb 
and al! the Gods of the Nations, and were ſpoiled by them; ſo we 
caſt oft the true {ervice of God, to ferve Independents, Anabaptiſts, 
Levellers, Renters Quakers, with many more Sects, and were ſpoiled 
by them ; we may ſee our own condition, by theirs, as a man ſeeth 
his face ina looking Glaſs: and we may conclude allo with them, 

hat all this is come upon us, becauſe we have no King; and deſire 
the Lord to give us a Kinz?. 

Doubtleffe the Gods of theſe Nations had as delightful, plealing, 
deluding power to draw the corrupt nature of man to their ſervice, 
as that power we {ze now hath to draw men to the Setaries of our 
times : fo that it was hard for Fſrae/ to live among them, and not 
to be deluded by them, aid drawn away from the true God ; there- 
fore they were commanded to deſtroy their Altars, and utterly to 
conſume both them and nar worlkippers, Dert.7.1,2,5-Peut.12.2,3. 
Ids. 2. 29 Jo 

And nor to the Hiſtory again ; Samrel had ſetled his Sons to be 
Tudges in 1ſras!, and they took brives and perverted Judginznt, 1 
Sam. $.5,6.7,3. and becauſe of that, all the Elders of 1a! crme to 
Samuel,and faid unto him, behold, thou art old and thy yons, walk 
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not in thy, ways: no'y make us Sing to Judge us,like all the Nati- 
ons,but the thing dilpicaled Same! : when they faid give us a Kino 
to Judge us; and Samrel preyed into the Lord, and the Lord aid 
unto Samuel, hearxen unto the voice oi the people in a'} char they ſay 
unto thee; for they have not rejeftcd thee bur they have rc<@aed 
me that I ſhould not Reign over them: aceo df MN wy works 
which they have done ſince the day thac I bro (i wen 1 out of the 
Land of Egypt even unto this day, wherewith tay have 4 fy mes 
ard ſerved other Gods, fo they do allo unto thes 1 $8.5 ic 13, 9. 
thus the Lord anſwered Samrels prayer : and he took 1t in this wif ns 
that the people in rejecting him, rejected the Lord ; and Samred i 
along holds ir forth, ſo making che people to be grexr finnes in ©» = 
inga King ; but the Elders of [ſr.re! took it in this fect, «| ai a8 
the people did former]y reje& the Lord to be rheir God, and (:rved 
other Gods, ſo now they doe rejeX Sa:ave!, and would havea ling; 
for ſo the word of the Lord holds it forth, ſaying, wney live forſaken 
me & lerved other Gods ſo doth the; a'io unto thee, x 5412.8.3. and 
the Elders would not at all ciols te good old man 14 his ſaying 
( who was now diſplealed, ) buclets him have it, yet notwithſtand- 
ing Samuels words they will tave a King, and will tand firme for 
him, for all Samuels perſiwaſionto the conttary; for Samuel tels them 
what the Lords anſwer to his Prayer was, 1 Sam. 8. 10. and they ſee 
the mind of the Lord, and that Samzel being a little carried aſide by 
ſelf intereſt did nor conſtrue it right. And it 15 the nature of good 
men to confine God to their own aſleniblies, yea Governoins ave 
high corceits of thewicives, as 1i God were no where but with them, 
witneſs that proud Motto npcn our vtates Coine; God with ws, the 
Commonwealth of Engiane © ics true Samet was a michty Propucts 
but not without {in ; bis fauit was Elys faiile, he loved his fons teo 
much, fo that he would not leare of their evil dojngs, 
The whole booke of Judges isa ftory of Ifvac!s miſery, for want of 
a King, Frdg. 21.25. and i: ends with a Iuncuwtation, this, In thoſe 
dates there was no King m Iſrael, every Man did what ws right in h.5 
epn eyes. Thele things were wilten for our exampie and Jearnins ; 
and truly we may very weil fay Amen to it; {er we know it fo be 
true by woekuwl experience, we had a king, ana then were the (4th 
Flet pcople m the world,and now we nave 0 king, we are in a woe= 
tvll coadition at home, aitd in icorn and denjon throughout the 
world - 
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world; and could not our great Scripturians ſee this before now?

The Welchman 1s the Prince of J//alss, who without donbe will 
come in {uddenly : make your peace with him quickly, Jeft Lam- 
bert and thoſe gallant old Colonels and Commanders laid aiide by 
vou,beart up your quarte”s for h1m-I promiſe you they want neither 
wiſdome nor valour, and tney will not want weapoas,, an Ox Goad 
or the jaw bone of an Ale in their hands will do more execution, 
then all your weapons ; they are expeiienced Souldiers, and much 
beloved among your Souldiers, and by many im Cicy and Coeun- 
trey; therefore beware leſt by your dejay in Proclaming the King, 
you bring it to another War and loſe a1l. 

The people were divided in Samnels time (asnow we are) ſome 
for the King, and ſome againſt tne King : thoſe that were for a King 
viere (o carneſt, becauſe God had touched their hearts to be fo 
minded, as once he touched «yd; heart : but they who were againft 
the King are called the Children of Be/:a!, who ſaid of Sayl, how 
{hall this man ſave us, and they deſpiſed him, 1 Sam. 10.26,27. AF. 
16.14. yet we ſee how under Gol, Saul firit faved them from Nes- 
haſh the Anmmonite, and after that from rhe Tſraelites, who would have 
put them to death, becaule they deſpiſed King Sar! , had he not 
itood up for them, 1Sam.11.11,12413. 10 that theſe deſpiſers were 
more beholding to Sar? then all the reſt of the people beſide ; and 
who knoweth O ye diſpifers of King Charls Strart, whether it may 
not be your cate, and that King Charles ſhall ſave you in lixe 
manner. 

Bur you will ſay we will have no King to ſave us, but King Jeſus ? 
T anfwer, do yor rh1aK that Jeſus was not the Saviour in thoſe days, 
bur he tiveth by means, nuw as he did then; Sayl was the means 
who gave the Glory w the Lord, 1 Saw 11.13. and before thoſe days 
Tef''s was the King and che Saviour, yet Moſes was the means ; for he 
was King 1 ſeſhyrum, Dent, 33.5. or 1n the room of Jeſus, Moſes 
was deputy or Steward, as King Charic Stuart z now as for Steward 
it is a Prophetick Golpe! word which hath the promiſe, Lk. 12-42,43 
therefore have a car? that you deſpiſe ki: nor, for he 1s Chriſt Jelus 
uigh Steward or Vice-Roy at this ume. 

lzave Heard 15 years ag9%, thatiheyhad a ſport or a way of dil-

then they could go no further ; and} find fince that many in Eng- 
lad aath been a long time hunting the ſpirit :; and now it is come 
to the word King, they mukt hunt ne further ; fer rhe {pirit now re- 
Reth on King Ebarls, as ic reſted on King Jeſus 1630 years ago, 
Teh.1-23.

12.7,8,9,12,13. alas, what is that 
to our cafe, they had been then but 4 or 5 hundred years under 
Judges, 4.13.20. we have been above 3000 years under Kings, in 
which time we received ſuch {ignal {ignes of Gods favour that none 
had the like : I fay what would Samuel fay (if he were preſent now) 
fo ſee fueh a people that refule their King, and would ebange their 
ſo anctent a government ; truly I do believe he would be fo difplea- 
fed with them for it, that he would immediately call to God for 
Thunder and Þ1ice from Heaven to deſtroy them from off the Earth, 
1 94M.7.8,9,19. 1 Sam-12,18. 

I never ſaw yoting King Char/s-but once in all my life, & then he 
was a Child,upon this occafion I ſaw him,when I came out of pr ſon 
inthe Lent time,1638, I went to hear a Sermon at /Vhbrtebal,the T ext 
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was, Luke 15. 41, 42 43, 44. If FH badjt kyown, ( even thon, ) 
at leaſt an this thy day, the things which belong ty thy peace, but now 
they are hid from thine eyes. &c. And after the Sermon ( which was 
very pertinent, touching the things which came to pztle in Englaud 
fince that time,) a man came wich Prince Charles in uis Armes, and 
held him out over the Rales of the Gallary, tor all the people to ſe. 
him, to ſhew them that he was under God, the only means of peace 
to them, and ſol believed then, and do believe yet, that Eg lard 
cannot be happy without him, and now ally the people are ſenfible 
of ir. 

Therefore ye great ones, do not think, that the people value Par- 
liaments fo much, as their joy maniickee cf late, upon the newsof a 
free Parliament; bur that their hope is, they will bring in the King, 
otherwiſe tney. care not for Parliaments ; the late King Charls gave 
them too mach of that. already, they know Parliaments by woful 
experience to be nurtfal to them; fo that they do not defire to 
have Parliaments Reigi over rhem any longer
